Leaders Sleep in Hotels While the 
Soldiers Take It Out Doors. 


THE ARMY GOES INTO THE CITY TODAY

If the Authorities Prevent a Mass Meet- 
ing on the Capitol Steps the 
Men Will Scatter. 


Washington, April 30.—Officials at the 
capitol have been notified that Coxey pro- 
poses making a speech from the east front 
of the building tomorrow. He has been told 
no speech-making would be allowed by him- 
self or his followers, either in or out of the 
eapitol building, or within the grounds, 
and.that if he attempts to speak he wiil 
be arrested. It is melieved that VUoxey will 
endeavor to deliver an address, but aside 
from this no fear of trouble is anticipated, 
No precautions will be neglected which may 
quiet possible trouble, but mone is expect- 
ed. Coxey’s 300 ‘“‘wealers’’ spent a bad night 
in camp, where the commonweal army will 
remain, to quote Coxey, “until the stench 
of ‘their bodies fills the nostrils of national 
legislators."” They were soaked with dew 
and chilled to the bone. Many of them did 


‘not close their eyes until the warm sun 


this morning brought comfort to their sore 
and tired bodies. They have looked on the 
national capital as the promised land, but 
found it very little different from the desert, 
from whielw-tkeir-Moses and. Joshua, Coxey 
and Brownt,: leG them. Naturally, there 
is much dissatisfaction and many growls. 
Browne and Coxey slept at the hotel last 
night. ‘ 
The Men Were Hungry. 

There was almost a mutiny in the com- 
monweal camp at Brightwood today. Coxey 
and Browne registered at the National ho- 
tel, where they spent the night comfortably. 
But the rank and file slept on the ground 
in the open air or in such shelter as they 
could find in the sheds and wagons in the 
driving park, and this morning they were 
stiff with cold as well as hungry. Nothing 
had been provided for breakfast and they 
had nothing to eat until half-past 1 o’clock. 
There was a great deal of growling ana 
some threats, and some of the men started 
out begging on their own hook. Men were 
begging from door to door at private dwell- 
ings in Washington this afternoon repre- 
senting themselves to be members of Cox- 
command. Early in the afternoon 
some provisions arrived from the city and 
after the men had been fed, Browne arriv- 
ed with additional supplies. He explained 
that the delay was due to the fact that he 
and Coxey had trusted to the local com- 
monwealers to feed the men. “We ‘were 


busy -all day attending to other business,” ‘ 


he said, ‘trying to get a place in town for 
you boys, so that you can, go about the 
city and in the canvitol and wherever you 
Please. We think you will behave your- 
selves. As Shakespeare says, ‘All's well 
that ends well,’ and so as this has ended 
well, I hope theré won’t be any more 
trouble. Pass the word around the boys 


‘and tell them that they’ll get their meals 


regular hereafter.’’ 
e Will March to the Capito). 

There was not a murmur of dissent ang 
80 the proposed mutiny was dissipated. 

Browne gave audience to the newspaper 
men in his tent afterwards, and told them 
that the army would remain at Brightwood 
bark tonight and form the line for the 
march to the capitol there tomorrow morn- 
ing. 

“We don’t know where we'll stay tomor- 
. “Perhaps we'll camp 
inthe capitol grounds. We're going to car- 
ry this thing through tv the end. Haven't 
We done everything I said we would?’ 

“All except having a hundred thousand 
men to form the parade,’ some one said. 

“I didn’t say we'd have a hundred thou- 
sand men in line,’ answered Browne. “I 
Said there would be a hundred thousand 
People with us in Washington. And so 
there will be, but: they won't be in line. 
I know the people. They sympsthize w:th 
us, but they won’t join in the procession to 
the capitol. But we'll have a hundred thou- 
Sand people along the route. ‘Trains are 
bringing in thousands of people and there’li 
be a hundred thousand strangers in Wash- 
ington tomorrow to see us.” 

Browne said that the band and baggage 
wagons and all of the camping parapher- 
nalia were to appear in the demonstration 
tomorrow. He was asked’ what he pro- 
Posed to do if the district authorities de- 
cided that the parade was in violation of 
the law, and he answered that the army 
had as much right to march to the eapitol 
@8 any one else had and they pruposed 
to do it with the band playing and flags 
flying. 

Nearly all of the foragers returned to the 
Camp in time for supper. 

The route from the camp to the city has 
been changed. The parade will come in 
by the Fourteenth street road to Mount 
Pleasant, a suburb of the sity, thence via 
Fourteenth street proper to Pennsylvania 
avenue to the capitol gounds. At this point 
the body will turn into First street up 
B to Delaware avenue, northeast, which 
Will place them on the. northzast Lurder of 
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band and enter as individuals unless per- 
mission is Subsequently granted them to 
50 in as a body. 
Will Camp in the City 

Browne and Coxey spent a large portion 
of the day seeking a location within the 
city for their camp. An enclosed square of 
vacant lots southéast of the capitol has 
been offered them and if they can ob- 
tain permission from the city authorities, 
they will doubtless occupy it, although it 
affords no shelter except that from the 
winds by the fence. The Sanitary condi- 
tions are unfavorable also. The purpose of 
this ls obvious—convenience to the pros- 
pective throngs of visitors and to the base 
of supplies. To evade a city ordinance 


‘which imposes a license fee of $ per day 


upon exhibitions charging admission fees, 
no stated charge was made to the crowd 
that visited Brightwood yesterday, but a 
lusty-lunged commonwealer stood at a ta- 
ble at the entrance and announced vocifere 
ously that contributions were solicited. In 
this way $700 was realized and knowledge 
of this fact intensified the dissatisfaction 
at camp this* morning against Browne's 
desertion to the luxuries of the city while 
the men hungered. 

: Coxey’s Plan Outlined. 

Mr.. Coxey’s plan, as outlined this evening, 
is to take every step possible to bring 
about his object, not with the expectation of 
success, but for the purpose of putting his 
case clearly before the courts in the legal 
test which he expects. He will proceed 
tomorrow until he is stopped by the officers 
of the law. His plan is then to demand that 
he be arrested, and will appeal to the courts 
of law. The chief of police today issued a 
permit allowing the army of the common- 
weal to parade. 

Another Company Formed. 

St. Clairsville Jurction, O., April 30.—The 
coal miners of this place organized a branch 
‘of Coxey’s army today of ninety-four men, 
including a brass band, with General Ed- 
ward Whittington in command. They ex- 

pect to have three hundred men ‘in line by 

Saturday merning. They will march to 

Washington With banners labled: ‘‘Idle Coal 


Miners of Eastern Ohio.”’ See

Yesterday there -was an election of offi- 
cers and Mittendorf expected to be elected 
to a captaincy. He was elected a corporal. 
This broke his heart. Last night he de- 
serted, went to his room, pointed a revol- 
ver at his head, fired and missed it and 
got locked up at the station house for his 
bad markrmanship.

Since the Russians Came to Chicago 
It Is Under the Ban. 

Chicago, Iil., Apri: 30.—(Special.)— 
Two diminutive Russian they were 
—one a slender, giggling youth 
of twenty-one, andthe other a . thiek- 
set, dark-bearded fellow: Their names and 
titles were Nicolai dé Raylan, private sec- 
retary to C: de Razouza Sonshchefsky, of 
the Russian ftmperial commission to the 
Columbian exposition, and A. E. Rachatte, 
civil engineer attached to the Russian com» 
mission. They were up before Justice Brad- 
well this morning to answer charges of dis» 
orderly conduct, preferred by George Burns, 
of 138 Thirtieth street, and John Hayes, of 
2445 Wabash avenue, son of Lieutenant 
Martin Hayes, of the central detail. The 
boys claimed that the two Russians had 
addressed with familiarity two of Lieuten- 
ant Hayes’s daughters, near their home 
about 10 o’clock last night. Officers Flynn 
and Ryan arrested the two offenders. The 
prisoners were taken to the police station 
and an hour later were bailed out by Prince 
Engalicheff, who .stops ag the Hotel 
Metropole. 

After’ the justice heard the story of the 
prisoners, which’ was tpid in broken Eng- 
glish, and was to the effect that the girls 
had smiled and spoken to them and that 
they had thought they were somebody they 
knew, he fined Rachatte $5 and discharged 
De Ragle. 


IN THE FRENCH ‘CHAMBERS. 


A Deputy Attacks the Government for 
Not Suppressing Anarchists. 
Paris, April 30.—In the chamber of depu- 
ties today M. Jaures made a violent attack 
upen the government. which he accused of 
negligence in not taking measures to prevent 
the clergy and capitalists from fomenting 
anarchy. He also accused the government 
of having granted a subvention in order 

to check the spread of socialistic ideas. 

M. Doubet, minister of justice, refuted 
M. Jaures’s charges. 

Count de Mun, the Catholic leader, denied 
the existence of Christian socialism. 

Vicecmte d’Hughes, anti-semitic, reiterated 
the charge that.Israelitish bankers supplied 
the anarchists with money. 

M: Millerand, radical, contended that the 
government must either co-operate with the 
socialists in effecting reforms or allay itself 
with the party of the right. 

Premier Casimir-Perier declared that the 
government would ally itself neither with 
the socialists nor with the Catholic conser- 
vatives, but would remain faithful to the 
principles of the resolution. 

Ultimately the chamber supported the 
government by a vote of 340 to 179. 


LICENSES FOR LIQUOR. 


Columbia’s Council Decides to Legal- 

ize the Tratftilic. 

Columbia, S. C., April 30.—(Special.)—The 
city council’ of Columbia held a special 
meeting this afternoon’ and unanimously de- 
termined to issue licenses for the sale of 
liquors. The point was raised that the city 
is at present without a whisky license or- 
dinance, and the license committee, acting 
with the city attorney, was instructed to 
prepare an ordinance to be presented at 
the regular meeting of the council tomor- 
row night. The committee was instructed 


to incorporate in the ordinance regulations ; 


for the early closing of saloons and pro- 
hibiting: Sunday sales, prohibiting sales to 
inebriates and minors and requiring saloon 
keepers to give bond, to be forfeited on 
proof of violation of any of these regula- 
tions. 
The city council also.granted by a vote of 
7 to 4 a petition for a license from a mem- 
ber of the American Ticket Brokers’ As- 
sociation.This is the first time in the his- 
tory of the city that a cut rate ticket 
broker has been licensed. 
Their Wages Restored. 
Roanoke, Va., April 30.—The .threatened 
trouble between the Norfolk and Western 
railroad and its employes has been averted. 
The company has restored the 10 pér cent 
wages to conductors, engineers, firemen, 
brakemen and telegraph operators. The 
salary of the men in the Offices and at the 
machine works will remain at. the present 
figures tor a while. 
Receiver for Cotton Mills.

SUGARED SENATORS. |: 


Dignity Is Thrown to the Winds and 
They Get Mad. 


TARIFF DOES NOT SWEETEN TEMPERS 


The Old Gentlemen Have a Lively 
Mill Among Themselves. 


SMITH AND. BRICE DO NOT GET LEFT 


Rumor Has It That They Bave Been 
Quite Lucky W hile the Stocks Have 
Been Going Up and Down. 


Washington, April 30.—(Special)—Have you 
ever witnessed a band of ten-year-old young 
ones play ‘“‘house”’ with doll and mud pié 
details? Today’s session of the senate was 
a bright case in perfect parallel. No man 
ever watched these cld fellows at their 
pranks for a month without feeling that 
the body ought to be abolished. 

The senate is a national chimney that 
won't draw; a leak in a national gas pipe; 
@ dead mouse back of the national plaster; 
water in the national cellar; bugs in the 
national beds; anything, everything, that is 
nationally noisome, unwholesome, irritating, 


‘dangerous. 


Just ‘now the senate debates tariff. Out 
on the western sheep ranges during certain 
seasons of the year, the bucks are flucked 
together. As ‘they: graze about ever and 
anon, some old buck will elevate his head 
and ponder some idea profoundly. Having 
concluded his thoughts, he will approach 
some rival, near buck and tap him gently 
with his fore hoof. The tapped buck will 
suspend lunch or dinner, which ever it is, 
lower his sullen head and begin bucking 
away. The challenge has been accepted. 
The wool-wrapped foes will back off to a 
separation of perhaps eighty feet. After a 
preliminary bound or stiff-legged leap into 
‘the air, to test their thews, they launch 
themselves head foremost at each other. 
The smash of their contending steps can 
be heard on the flat, silent plains for miles. 

Such is a session of the senate of the 
United States. And today would have con- 
firmed the similes. Buck Aldrich was per- 
haps the first to start the row. In fifteen 
minutes Vest, Hill, Voorhees, Harris, Mills, 
Wolcott, Teller, Turpie, Quay, Gray, Man- 
derson, and two or three others had lowered 
their heads and were rushing at each oth- 
er. At the close of the exercises they sepa- 
rated to crop the suculent, long grasses 
which the sugar ring, the coal ring, the 
anti-income tax ring or whatever particular 
robber had sown about them. 

Up in the marble room today two sena- 
tors and an outsider gossiped loudly as fol- 
lows: 

First SenaterSmith (Senator Smith, of 
New Jersey), made over $50,000 last week on 
sugar stocks. : 

Second Senator—I understand Brice got off 
on sugar with enovigh money to burn a wet 
dog. I was talking w'th his brokers up F 
street. They told me. 

First Senator—Yes, Brice got in, and go 
did. Smith. For that matter, there’s been 
plenty of money made in Washington on 
sugar during the last ten days. 

Outsider, (who has been listening eagerly) 
—One of those F street brokers met me the 
other day. He was full. He told me he 
had 1,000 shares of sugar at 97% and that he 
would get $1.15 for it within a month. He 
said the sugar trust had the senate by the 
tail anda down “hill pull. They 
could get any schedue that 
Havemeyer wanted. That Cleveland 
was being kept quiet by Whitney, and that 
Carlisle was friendly to Havemeyer. 

Here the senator, who felt a little hurt 
by the assertion of how Hayemeyer had 
their body of sacred white elephants, look- 
ed cold and dignified and turned the con- 
versation. 

The above was a true bill, and what was 
said of Smith and Brice is true, and twen- 
ty others of the senate and a few cabinet 
officers can be named with them. 

Did you notice today’s quotations on , 
sugar trust stocks? It is no one’s purpose 
to weary the people in thus inviting their 
attention to the daily register of stock- 
board plunderings. But just now, with the 
coils of the sugar serpent all about the sen- 
ate, with its slimy foetid control of tariff 
legislation—sugar quotations are good things 
to fix an eye upon. They register the venal- 
ity or the present senate like a barometer. 
With a vague wave of his hand, Harris, in 
retort to Aldrich, said; 

“No one can be expected to rely on news- 
paper absurdities.” 

Vest looked up from gnawing his ear 
of sugar corn long enough today to let fly 
his usual snarl at the newspapers.

THE FIGHT BY ROUNDS. 


Turpie Goes at the Rhode Island Mil- 
lionaire Like a Cyclone. * 


Washington, April %.—Mr. Wolcott 
promptly brought on the tariff discussion 
in the morning hour of the senate by ask- 
ing Mr. Harris, “If it is not fair to us that 
he should inform us whether or not this 
is the bill on which ‘we shall be called 
upon to vote. Here is a bill reported by 
the finance committee. Every section must 
be dependent and inter-dependent on other 
settions. If you cut off revenue by chang- 
ing the duty on one article, you alter the 
whole scope of and harmony of your bill. 
If this bill is to be the bill on which your 
party is to stand; if this bill is to furnish 
you the revenue for which alone you insti- 
tute a tariff, with a possible incidental pro- 
tection, is it not extremely unfair to us 
to ask us now to vote on séctions of the 
bill, having in your mind the knowledge 
that committee amendments will be offered 
that will entirely change its scope an1 
character? It has been widely and openly 
asserted that the income tax provision is to 
be emasculated or changed; that the sugar 
trust is to receive an additional differential 
(giving it in all about % of a cent a pound); 
that specific duties are to be restored for 
ad valorem; that the lead trust is to receive 
from 1% to 2 cents additional and that then, 
with the income tax cvt cut, the bill is to 
get through booming. It is not fair to us 
that we should be called upon to vote for 
section after section, if the knowledge rests 
with the heart of the finance , or

Ready to Compromise. 

Mr. Harris—I stated to the senate on Sat- 
urday, and I am ready to restate it here and

@re absolutely necessary in order to pass 
@ tariff reform bill. Exactly what those 
amendments are to be I am not prepared to 
tell the senate. I am now prepared ‘o tell 
the senate that whenever the tinance com- 
mittee shall have determined on any spe- 
cific amendment I shall insist upon its be- 
ing reported to the senate, printed, and 
laid on the table, so that every senator 
Can scrutinize it and be prepared to express 
his judgment upon:it. 

Aldrich Cat Of. 

Mr. Aldrich was about to read the Car- 
lisle interview published this morning, but 
was cut off by a demand from Mr. Alien 
for a vote upon the pending question, a mo- 
tion to take up the tariff bill. The motion 
was agreed to and the bill was taken up. 

Mr. Aldrich referred to Mr. Voorhees’s 
Statement last Saturday that he (Mr. Ald 
rich) had uttered an untruth in saying that 
some 300 amendments had been agreed to in 
conference between. the secretary of the 
treasury and some democratic members of 
the finance committee. 

Mr. Voorhees disclaimed any intention of 
personal offense. He had merely wanted tu 
convey to the senate and to the country 
the fact that the senator was talking on 
false information, as he is now. When 
the senator from Rhode Island stated the 
Other day that there were 200, or 300, amend- 
ments agreed upon, he (Mr. Voorhees) said 
that the statement was not true; and he 
repeated now that it was not true—not one 
word of it. ‘‘Doubtless,’’ Mr. Voorhees add- 
ed, “there were amendments in contempla- 
tion; but-the statement of the secretary 
of the treasury, as’ published in the news- 
papers, was merely conjectural as to what 
might happen. He wished to make no ques- 
tion of veracity with the senator from 
Rhode Island: but his informant had in- 
formed him falsely; and if, after that. he 
made the assertion again, he would do it on 
his own responsibility.”’ 

Aldrich Sticks to It. 

Mr. Aldrich—I am informed and be- 
lieve that at this very moment in the 
neighborhood of 300 amendments have been 
practically agreed upon between the high 
contracting parties which will change com- 
pletely the character of the pending meas- 
ure. Now what I desire to impress upon 
the senate and wupon-the country is the 
fact that today three months after the 
passage of the bill In the house the official 
organs of the majority in this body are no 
nearer in conclusion as to the character of 
the bill than they were three months ago. 

._Mr. Mills characterized the discussion 
started by the other side as a pyrotechnical 
display from the enemy, got up for the 


in the pit. He déclared that the rules of 
the senate ought to be changed and then 
the bill which responded to the wishes of 
the majority would pass promptly. 

Mr. Voornees qugced trom the record a 
few passages from Mr. Sherman’s speech 
of last Saturday e¢ ing the sentence: 


the committee on finance,’’ and produced 
the journal of the committee showing tkat 
the bill had been reported to the full ccum- 
mittee on the 8th of March, Mr. Sherman 
being present; that it remained subjeci to 
consideration by the committee uatil the 
20th of March; that it was actually con- 
sidered by the full committee for twelve 
days, excluding Sundays, and that amend- 
ments had been offered by Senators €licr- 
man and Morrill, discussed and some of 
them agreed to. He added that his respect 
for the character of the sena‘or from 
Ohio prevented him from characierizing 
him as the circumstances would wuariant 
the recklessness and carelessness evinced in 
that senator's statement. 

Mr. Chandler enquired of Mr. Harris 
when he could have the opportunity of 
making some remarks which he had kept 
bottled up since last Wednesday, und was 
told that’ the obstacle was the fact that 
the floor had been held for the last two 
weeks by Senators Quay and Dolph, who 
“formed it out.’’ He hoped-that that con- 
dition of things would not survive today. 

Three Times a Liar. 

At this point in the proceedings, Mr. 
Turpie rose, and, in a vqjce quivering with 
passion, attacked Mr. Aldmech, charging 
him with having put forward “three lies, 
gross palpable; three lies, basely born; 
three lies of inconceivable mendacity’’—that 
there were three hundred amendments to 
be offered by the finance committee; that 
the bill has never been considered by the 
committee, and that it was not the bill 
which would be finally presented for action, 
There had been, Mr. Turpie went on, de- 
nials of Mr. Aldrich’s. statements by four 
senators. He (Turpie) believed the greater 
number and disbelieved the lesser number, 
or rather the lesser unit—the diminutive 
unit which asserted to the contrary. Who, 
he asked, was the father and author of 
all these reports with reference to these 
fictions? Who claimed the paternity of 
them’ The’ honorable senator from Rhode 
Island was equal to such paternity. That 
senator might claim the fatherhood of many 
more such fables, such fictions, such false- 
hoods. 

Keeps His Head. 

The only notice which Mr. Aldrich took 
of this bitter attack upon him was a quiet 
remark that he did not suppose that the 
senator from Indiana represented anybody 
but himself; and that, under other c.rcum- 
stances and other conditions, that scnator 
would not have made the speech he had 
just made. 

Mr. Quay then took the floor and Geliver- 
ed the third installment of his epeech 
against the tariff bill, assisted by Mr. Gal- 
linger in the reading of statistics. He 
was asked by Mr. Mitchell, republican, of 
Oregon, at 5 o’ckh@kK p. m., whether he 
would conclude today, and replied that he 
would not. 

Mr. Mitchell thereupon moved to adjourn, 
and that motion was voted down—yeas, i0; 
nays, 33. 

Mr. Quay went on for a few minutes longer, 
and then yielded for a motion to go into 
executive session. On that motion there 


was no quorum voting. The roll was call- 
ed, and forty-five senators—two more than ‘ 
a quorum—responded, Then the question 
of going into executive session was voted 
on again, with a similar result as before, 
and for half an hour there were alternative 
roll calls and votes by yeas and nays.: 

Finally, Mr. Harris, tired of this fruitless 
waste of time, agreed to move an adjourn- 
ment. He gave notice, however, that if the 
senate should be left without a quorum 
again he would move that the sergeant-at- 
arms be directed to compel the attendance 
of absentees; and Mr, Cockrell, chairman 
of the committee on appropriations, added 
that he would introduce a resolution direct- 
ing the sergeant-at-arms to put in force 
the provision of law for deductions from the 
salaries of absent senatofs. 

Finally, at 5:50 o’clock, the senate ad- 
journed until noon tomorrow, that hous 
being fixed to allow senators to attend the 
funeral of the wife of Senator Morgan, o 
Alabama. ; 

The tariff bill occupied nearly seven hours 
of the time of the senate today.
